She returned filled 
with . enthusiasm 
over the project and immediately com- 
munlcateft with His Honoi, who read- 
ily agreed to assist In promoting tha 
movement. On invitation of Mrs. Ames 
Mr. ilerrick. the manager of the mar- 
ket, in Quincy, 
has 
volunteered 
to 
come to Lowell and.explain the oper- 
ation of his market and give whatever 
information he can to the citizens o( 
Lowell. 
The different cities of 
Ne\\ 
York state have taken up' tha matter 
quite elaborately and

the gardens. If food production is not 
fully used and if

nels, if the farmer is not encouraged 
:o increase production, tha city pays In 
high cost of living. The local market 
saves waste by giving the neighboring 
farmer a market for his goods at a 
fair price. It assists tho small farmer' 
whose product Is not great enough to 
warrant him trucking It or Otherwise 
sending it to markets at a distance. It 
Elves local people who have 
labored 
lard during their leisure hours to dis- 
pose of. what surplus production they 
nay have with no .expense for trans- 
portation. It gets the product to the 
consumer "fresh-picked" before spoil- 
age has had time to set in. It takes 
tiie'expense of railroad transportation 
lut of the.cost of food, and when' the 
dea haf;. been developed and taken up 
-enerally it will relieve the . railroads 
.-hlch are needed for tha service or .the 
n'overnment. It will tend to make the 
city as nearly 
independent from an

years," the commissioner say a, "there 
would be a Having of ono billion dol- 
lars,—one-hatf Uio amount of tho Lib- 
erty loan. 
But while the elimination 
of one-half of this waste Is not feas- 
ible during1 this generation, the sav- 
ing of only one-fourth would amount 
to one billion dollars in twenty years, 
or ten years less than 
the

bonds will run. 
"But who will stop the destruction? 
Who will save the 
food 
materials 
which are being- burned In this time of 
prospective shortage? 
"Who, the mills 
and materials so much needed In all 
lines of manufacture 
for 
equipping 
armies and navies? 
"Who, the mer- 
chandise, the buildings, the property 
of all kinds whose destruction we read 
about In every morning paper? 
Will 
it bo active and ' 'well-trained fire 
departments; wise and alert lire pre- 
vention commissioners and lire mar- 
shals; 
Insurance 
uomtxiny 
exports, 
whose advice and 
co-operation 
are 
provided so liberally at the 
expense 
of the companies; the efforts of the 
national 
and 
state 
governments? 
These taken together constitute a tre- 
mendous force, and It Is safe to af- 
firm that but for their e:orts the loss 
would be much heavier. 
iYot this is 
but 
scant 
consolation-. 
It is 
not 
enough to keep the loss at its present 
level; It should be forced much .lower. 
Yet there Is the same Btory year after 
'ear,—two hundred millions 
to 
two 
_,undred and fifty millions as each old 
year closes- 
This year promises to 
be no exception. 
"It la easier to 'ask for a remedy, 
and to find one even, than to apply It. 
The fact appears to bo tbat the pub- 
lic as a whole are not adopting reme- 
dies when pointed out. 
It IH a habit 
of the average mind in this country 
to think that tires aro inevitable. 
It 
is also the habit to 
think that the 
insurance company Is the loser If the 
destroyed property Is Insured, or at 
least to act 
as 
if that. . wore 
the 
thought. 
So everybody .with, property 
insure::, and almost everybody lets his 
activity for safety cease when the pol- 
icy Is locked in 
the 
safe.- 
It has 
thus come to be that Insurance against 
fire moans not so much the formerly 
accepted notion of the distributions of 
the misfortunes of a few who 
have 
met with loss by flre through no fault 
of their own among the many who 
have had no. such 111 luck, as a method 
of spreading the great waste <lue .to 
fires, most of which are preventable, 
over the whole body of the people who 
require food, clothes and lodging, 
the 
Ensurance companies being the collec- 
tor of the tax, and a very expensive 
collector, too, as It costs too near a 
dollar to get a dollar to apply to 
losses. 
"Hence as a result of this attitude 
a great majority say, for 
example, 
!I'll shingle my root and let the in- 
surance company take the loss.' 
The 
result of such decisions was in recent 
years, Chelsea, "then Salenij 
In 
our 
own commonwealth. 
The next victim 
will be—well, tho name 
cannot 
be 
printed yet, but it will be a favor 
of fortune if the name cannot be put 
In type within the next ten years, 
and it may be any one of a hundred 
cities or large towns In Massachu- 
setts., 
"If this is briefly a correct analysis 
of the situation it would appear that 
there are two remedies to be applied. 
One is compulsion by statn authority 
as far as public opinion will permit; 
tho other Is the education of the ris- 
ing generation to an appreciation of 
the tremendous loss which this coun- 
try suffers from preventable fires. One 
feature of that compulsion should be 
the fixing by law of the rcspons|bll-

Peter Daley and ' Hamlet^S. Greenwood 
were not recorded. 
The recount was asked for on behalf 


_f Patrick H. Jennings of Boston, who 
appeared on the original returns to 
havo been elected. 
A tabulation oy 
ho governor's council, however, un- 
seated Jennings and gave his placo to 
Arthur D. Hill of Boston, but errors 
vcre discovered in this tabulation, and 
a second effort by the governor's coun- 
cil resulted In the substitution ofChas. 
\ Choate. Jr.. of Southboro in place 
f Hill, and still leaving Jennings out- 
side the circle. Labor leaders in the 
convention contended that 
so 
much 
jockeying of the returns had caused 
many persons to believe that there 
\vas something "irregular" about the 
counting of the ballots. 
Mr. Choate favored the recount, de- 
claring that no delegate should sit in 
the convention if there was tho slight- 
est doubt as to his right to hold a 
seat.

Dean of Fall TUver, on behalf 
of the majority of tho committee on 
elections, said there is no doubt •\vhal- 
evcr as to Mr. Choate's right to hold 
the seat. He said the committee had 
carefully canvassed the returns marie 
by the "city and town clerks, and af- 
ter eliminating all the errors made by 
the governor's council, found that Mr.
